rflEiOSSREACHES$500,000 


Militia Stands Guard Over Hundreds 


of People Who Are Homeless and 
Camping Out—Hebrew 
People In- 


terpret Visitation as the Coming of 
the Messiah—Origin of the Fire 
Has Not Yet Been Determined 


Rochester, N. Y., April 14.—Fire, 


•which hroke out in the Palmer build- 
ing, a four-story brick structure de- 
voted 
to 
manufacturing 
interests, 


was the starting point of a $500,000 
conflagration in Rochester. 


The fire spread over a wide area, 


at one point jumping nearly a mile 
and starting a second series of fires 
of such proportions that the local fire 
department was Cor a time unable to 
cope with the situation. 


Aid was summoned from Buffalo and 


•Syracuse, and both of these 
cities 


rushed companies to Rochester. 
By 


the time they arrived,1 however, the 
local firemen were masters in both fire 
areas. 
The outside companies -were 


held on reserve duty In the center of 
the city, every Rochester company 
having been called out- by the long 
series of, alarms. 


Hundreds of Rochester people are 


homeless and are camping out Dear 
the scenes of the fires with whatever 
property they were able to save from 
their homes. 
Over them the local 


companies of militia stand guard, 
having been ordered out by Mayor Ed- 
gerton. 
Most of the homeless ones 


are Polish Hebrews. 


Buildings which were destroyed in- 


clude, besides the Palmer building 
and the Jewish temple Berith Kodesh, 
the First Reformed Church of Ameri- 
ca, the Ward apartments, the First 
German Lutheran Zion church and 
fifty residences. St. Peters Presby- 
terian church suffered some damage 
and there was heavy loss also in the 
Palmer lumber yards and to several 
small firms adjoining the main Palmer 
buildings. 


There was no loss of life. 
Several 


firemen were Injured by falling walls 
or overcome by smoke, but none was 
seriously hurt. 


The origin, of the fire has not been 


determined. 
It was seen first from 


outside the Palmer building, sweeping 
across the third story, half of which 
was vacant. 
There was 
delay in 


sounding the alarm and when it came 
the firemen were busy 
at a 
small 


blaze elsewhere. 
Ten minutes more 


elapsed, it is said, before the firemen 
arrived, and in that time the flames 
had spread from cellar to garret of the 
Palmer building. A " twenty-flve-mile 
gale sent the sparks in a northwester- 
ly direction over the city. 


There were many scenes of panic 


among the residents. 
Among a. great 


portion of those who lived nearby 
there was but one thought—the city 
was doomed. 
Women 
threw 
from 


windows of houses which were not in 
danger beds,, bureaus, tables and all 
sorts of furniture and personal be- 
longings. 
One woman, Mary Kirsch- 


n.amsky, went violently insane and 
was removed to the Rochester state 
hospital. 
Draymen reaped a harvest 


moving goods to places of safety. 


It was the last day of the Feast of 


the Passover, and many of the Jew- 
ish residents of this part of the city 
interpreted the situation as the out- 
ward, visible sign of the coming of 
the Messiah. 
Men, women and chil- 


dren toro their hair and knelt in the 
streets to pray. 
< 


Fires broke out so frequently In 


various spots in the northeastern part 
of the city that companies could not 
be dispatched to all of them. Volun- 
teer 
brigades 
were 
formed 
an.d 


answered many of the calls, armed 
with garden hose 'or chemical appara- 
tus. 


While the Palmer fire was at its 


height the sparks were carried to the 
First Reformed Churcluof America, a 
mile distant. 
Little 
attention was 


paid to the new fire at first, only one 
company being sent to the scene from 
the Main street conflagration. 
Soon 


the entire district was a scene of con- 
fusion and calls for 
additional 
aid 


•were hurried 
in. 
Three 
different 


streets In the neighborhood were dot- 
ted with flames, and Chief Little, af- 
ter a conference with the fire under- 
writers, decided to appeal to Buffalo 
and Syracuse for aid. 


Rochester Is terror-stricken. 
To- 


day's fires are a culmination of an 
uninterrupted series of fires lasting 
1'or weeks, many of which have been 
charged to Incendiarism.

While it is difficult to disentangle 


what really happened, owing to the 
evidently severe censorship exercised 
over press dispatches, it is clear that 
the grand vizer and the cabinet re- 
cently appointed at the dictation of the 
committee of union and progress has 
been overthrown and a new govern- 
ment, seemingly of military charac- 
ter, instituted. 


From Vienna comes serious news of 


the murder of one minister and the 
wounding and arrest of others by the 
mutineers, and a 
casualty 
list ol 


seventeen killed and thirty wounded 
as the price of the latest revolution. 


At the same time the sultan, while 


pardoning the mutineers' promises to 
uphold the ancient Sheria laws, which 
are the crvil and religious laws of the 
Mohammedans based upon the Koran 
and the ancient traditions, as opposed 
to the various laws of individual races 
of Islam and to measures instituted 
at various times by successive rulers. 


The Sheri laws involve the princi- 


ples studied and expounded by the 
Ulemas or Mohammedan doctors of the 
law, and on them the muftis base 
their legal opinions and the cadis their 
judgments. 


No reliable news has yet come to 


hand regarding the new cabinet ex- 
cept that apparently Tewfik Pasha,

Great Britain, will be grand vizer and 
Edhim Pasha -minister of war.

Furnishings. 


Perhaps there's au old-fashioned 


washetand with a marble top which 
has been banished from the bed- 
chamber to give place to au all-wood 
article of handsomer and up-to-data 
make. 


But^the old-time stand Is not past 


its usefulness yet, by any means, so 
pull It from its cobwebby corner 
down to the light of outdoors for a 
general overhauling. If in good re- 
pair, merely treat the shelves and 
drawers to a generous application of 
warm suds, clean off the marble 
'with some whiting aud a cloth dip- 
ped in alcohol, finishing the wood- 
work 
with 
a 
kerosene-moistened 


cloth, and leave for a good sunning 
and airing. 


It is now ready for a place in your 


kitchen, where it will fill a long-felt 
need, for the marble surface is far 
superior to the ordinary board for 
the rolling wit of pie dough; because 
it is cold for one reason. Should the 
top be furnished with tiny shelves, 
all the handier, then, for accommo- 
dating the vessel of ice-water and 
other articles. 


Besides its uses as a "baking 


board," It is just the thing upon 
which to slice down vegetables for 
soup, or cutting cabbage for slaw, or 
trimming the steak for the evening 
meal. It requires next to no v/ork to 
keep it clean,'and Is so sanitary, Its 
smooth surface affording but scanty 
lodgment 
for the 
ubiquitous mi- 


crobe. Then, there is the drawer, for 
dish 
towels; and there are the 


shelves, for the stowing out of sight 
and dust of the horaely kettle and 
po*s and pans, the presence of'which 
should never be too conspicuous in a 
well-ordered kitchen.

Can be Taken Apart, 


"knockdown" and can be readily as- 
sembled when desired and as readily 
disassembled when Its contents have 
been removed. It can then be packed 
in a small space to facilitate trans- 
portation. 
This barrel Is made in 


two sections, preferably of sheet 
metal, and In form resembles the 
common type of barrel. The longi- 
tudinal 
edges 
are 
divided 
into 


tongues, each alternate tongue hav- 
ing double edges, forming recesses 
into which the interlocking tongues 
on the opposite section connect. Per- 
fect joints are thus provided, pre- 
venting any damage to the barrel 
should it be handled carelessly; In 
transportation. 
The circular heads 


of the barrel tit Into grooves top and 
bpttom ou the outside of the barrel; 
fitting into the grooves are bauds of 
wire, both ends of which are connect- 
ed to a love".
